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The Per Capita Tax. 

The particulars of the proposed 
per capita tax show that the 
scheme has been worked out by 
_ the city commissioners with a view 
to broadening the basis of taxa-| 
tion with a minimum amount of | 
friction and with regard to the 
question of the ability of the in- 
dividual to pay. 

The tax is of general applica-| 
tion. It would hit alike the pro- 
perty owner and the non-owner, In 
that respect it is a large approach | 
toward the ideal of calling upon) 
every citizen to contribute some-| 
thing to the civic funds. It does 
not go all the way. Persons with 
incomes of less than $1,200 per 
year would be exempt. Married 
women would be exempt. With 
these exceptions the proposal 
squares with the principle that | 
everyone who shares the benefits 
of civic government should help 
bear the cost of it. 

This scheme is a combination of 
the poll tax and the income tax. 
The rates are graduated according 
to the discoverable income of the 
payer. That arrangement is both 
fair and prudent. It adjusts the 
burden to the ability of the bearer, 
and discounts any notion that the 
intention is to tax the poor for 
the benefit of the rich. The poor 
would not be taxed at all. The 
rich would be taxed for being 
rich. Those in the middle estate 
would get off with levies propur- 
tioned to their knowable ability to 
pay. 

It cannot be claimed that the 
schedule of rates errs on the side 
of severity. Those with incomes 
of less than twelve hundred dol- 
lars would pay nothing. One hav- 
ing a revenue of more than twelve 
and less than eighteen hundred 
dollars per year would jay ten 
dollars. Above this figure the 
rate increases by jumps util a 
person drawing an income of six 
thousand or more per year would 
be called upon to pay one hundre * 
dollars, 

By coniparison these charges are 
not by any means excessive. They 
do not at all put the non-property 
owner with a large income in the 
same boat with the property own- 
er. There are people in the city 
with one-third of a six thousand 
dollar income who are called upon 
to pay more than one hundred 
dollars taxes per year each for the 
privilege of living in very ordin- 
ary homes which belong to them. 
The citizens who had nothing but 
the per capita tax to pay would 
be the envy of his property-tax 
paying neighbor. 

As a per capita tax the scheme 
perhaps goes as far as is desirable. 
To make the rates higher might 
be to exceed the amounts de- 
manded as poll taxes elsewhere. 
This would invite unfair and 
harmful comparisons on the part 
of outsiders, and might deter peo- 
ple coming to the city. 

But as a substitute for a rent 
tax or a personal property tax, 
and as the sole means of supple- 
menting the present property and 
business taxes, it is to be feared 
that a per capita tax must fall 
short of the requirements. A tax 
of this kind is always bothersome 
and costly to collect. It is esti- 
mated that $225,000 revenue would

ing more alive to public health pro- 
blems and were giving better returns. 

The number*of deaths from in- 
fluenza were 410 from the 2,753 cases 
reported. This was a considerable re- 
|duction from the report of 1919 with 
$1,001 cases and of 1918 with $1,151 
cases. The majority of these cases 
were found in people who had not 
previousty had the disease.
